, The second group of papers deals with contacts with Robert Richter, 
s CBS producer isho worked on th® specials and who looked me up and asked for 
help. Actually, CBS was incompetent. They could not even locate in the National 
Archives what I had published and they sought to get thereafter. All they had to 
do wes use my footnotes in a request for the files and they^would have gotten 
what I dug up and used. When they asked for it, I gave them thi s^atarial with 
the stipulation they would credit the source, meaning the book, not me as a 
person {at that time I had three books out and the fourth in the works), Richter 
phoned me and said they wou,d do this. Row they copied what I did so faithfully 
that what I had written and published and couldn’t do for myself - getting 
illy iovelady to wear the shirt he wore at the moment of the assassination and 
compare that with a picture of the assassination taken by James Altgens showing 
a man who may have been ^velady but who also looked like Oswald on tie first 
flcor^- they actually went to Balias and did that.

Although 
Richter did phone to say they were using my material, with proper credit, they 
did not. In fact, they never once attributed any of my materiel to me. The closest 
tney came was in referring to °one critic”, me ning me. 



The next group of papers is the correspondence with CBS after airlrg 
of the shows asking for feirness-doctrine time for props* response. In it there 
is reference to my belief that they made improper use of my copyrighted material. 
Since then the fairness doctrine has been sf finned by the Supreme Court, and I 




wonder about malting that request again, now, because the Supreme Court has 
acted as it did. 

With all of this, this history of CBS knowledge of me, my work 
end its content which they used without permission or eredit, i&ich, as an 
open apMogist, they undertook {uasue cess fully) to refute, they use my compe- 
titors, those whoaswork appeared later and duplicated mine, making repeated 
reference to them, but not once mentioning my work or me by name, not once 
making attribution. However, in a montage at the beginning of tie show, they 
included at least one of my books, for they did have ell of them, multiple 
copies of eaeh. 

After I got copies of the transcripts (CBS did not at first provide 
them and I had to get them by roundabout means}, I prepared an analysis, of 
which X sent Dick (possibly John Starr also) a copy.

Midgley shortly after these shows married President ^hason's adviser 
on consumer affairs, joining the White House Kitchen Cabinet, so to speak. His 
show was disgracefully and disgustingly obviously wrong in its pretended fact, 
in its misrepresentation and distortion add straight-out lying about fact. In 
any proceeding, one before the SuC up-, they would be enormously embarrassed. 
Their refusal of fairness-doctrine time, aside from other reasons that may be 
important to them, must include their knowledge that no CBS reputations would 
survive it.

I still hsve not heard from Bair, I triad to reach him yesterday and got 
the message hs hed gotten ray message and the request that I call again later 
today. This may be a little stieky on Saga *s part, for their lawyer, from in- 
conclusive wording in s letter he finally sent ms, seems to have charged his 
client for that with which I have been improperly charged and Bair does nxxxarsx 
give and has given signs of restoring. Because * need this so urgently I am 
being careful end patient, and A have no desire to aske the trouble he has 
earned for Saga ’s counsel.
